True, this denunciation doesn’t 
necessarily mean the Soviet Union 
is going to w ar with Nippon. We 
should have learned by this time 
that Russia’s moves

must wait for Moscow to call the 
turn. That is, the general public 
must wait. 
W hat Marshal Stalin 
may have confided to President 
Roosevelt and British Prime Min­ 
ister Churchill is

However, the denunciation does 
mean the Soviet has cleared deck s 
for possible action. 
It would be 
an easy step from this to actual 
war, especially since the Musco 
vites charge Japan has been aid­ 
ing Germany against Russia—a 
patent truth, as Tok yo and Berlin 
are comrades at arms 
One very important aspect of 
the Russian move lies in its un 
doubtedly good effect on relations 
among the Big Three. It strength­ 
ens the partnership—a particular­ 
ly happy circumstance in view of 
the approaching security confer 
ence in San Francisco, since that

The consumer probably won’t 
feel the decrease for some time 
yet—possibly not until the fall 
clothes are on the mark et, ration 
board officials 
here 
explained 
The decrease in prices will be­ 
come apparent when the manu 
facturer 
mak es 
lower 
priced 
clothes, for then the lower cost 
to the retailer will be reflected 
in the selling prices. 
As 
manufacturers 
produce 
lower-priced clothing using bet­ 
ter quality fabrics, the retailer, 
who under the new’ regulations 
bases his costs and selling prices 
on the items which he offered for 
sale 
on 
March 19, 1945, 
will 
mirror the lower cost to him in 
the price he puts on his m er­ 
chandise. 
The clothing and furnishings 
are divided 
into 110 
different 
categories. All items in the same 
category having the same cost 
price will have the same selling 
price ceiling, it was explained 
to the 
retailers. 
Mrs. 
Whipple 
emphasized again and again that 
the retailer was to consider the 
cost price and not the nature of 
the item in determining a selling 
price. 
The new prices will go into 
effect 
April 20 
when

tailers are to have two copies of 
the new 
price chart 
filed with 
the OPA and one for their own 
use. Through these pricing charts 
the job of figuring ceiling prices 
is simplified,

The definite pricing

Sinus Infections and What To Do About Them 


•r HERMAN N IUNDESEN. M D 


MANY person a who suffer from 
sinua infectio n have the n otion 
that they have an in curable d is­ 
ord er. a chron ic con d ition that can 
n ever be overcome. But this id ea is 
false, because sin us in fection s can 
be cured. 
Durin g the Fall, Win ter an d 
early 
Sprin g, those who suffer 
from sin us in fection s begin to have 
an in crease in the severity of their 
symptoms. 
There are ail types of sin us in ­ 
fection s. 
In some in stan ces the con d ition 
is an acute on e. There are d is­ 
charge from the n ose, fever, head ­ 
ache and pain over the sin uses. 
There are also the chron ic in fec­ 
tion s in which there is a d ischarge 
from the n ose with little, if an y, 
fever and n ot a great d eal of pain . 
The material from the n ose may 
d rip in to the throat causin g a sore 
throat and coughin g. 
When a person has a d ischarge 
from the n ose it is n ecessary, of 
course, that an examin ation be 
mad e to d etermin e the source of 
the trouble. X-rays are helpful in 
tellin g when the sin uses are in ­ 
fected . The physician as a rule will 
wan t to kn ow the kin d of germs 
which are prod ucin g the in fection , 
because then he can d ecid e just 
what treatmen t may be best. 
For example, the sulfon amid e 
d rugs may be used in certain kin d s 
of in fection . 
For acute sin us in fection s oper­ 
ation s are n ot performed , as a 
rule. It is in these acute in fection s 
that ths sulfon amid e d rugs an d 


pen icillin have in recen t times been 
foun d of great value. In chron ic 
in fection s operation s a rt more 
often required . The use of pen ­ 
icillin together with the suitable 
surgical proced ures, offers great 
hope for perman en t cures. 
Sin us in fection s are n ot without 
their d an gers, 
un less 
properly 
treated , for there are certain com­ 
plication s which may be serious. 
For example, an in fection of the 
bon es of the skull kn own as osteo­ 
myelitis may occur. Then men in ­ 
gitis. or in flammation of the lin in g 
membran es over the brain , may 
d evelop. An abscess of the brain , 
an abscess in the eye socket an d an 
in fection in a large vein which 
lead s from the n ose my occur. 
Every possible effort must be mad e 
to keep these complication s from 
occurrin g, an d that mean s proper 
treatmen t of the sin us in fection , so 
that it d oes n ot make too great 
head way. In ad van ced cases treat­ 
men t is more d ifficult. 
Several patien ts who d eveloped 
osteomyelitis of the skull, who 
formerly might have been expected 
to succumb to the con d ition , have 
been cured by pen icillin . 
Sin us in fection s should n ot be 
feared but they should be re­ 
spected an d n ot n eglected . A physi­ 
cian should be con sulted promptly 
when sin us symptoms first make 
their appearan ce an d his ad vice 
should be con scien tiously followed . 
In this way the d an gers of sin us 
in fection s may be elimin ated .
